On Saturday evening we reported 
the ninth semi-annual meeting of the 
shareholders of Zion’s Co-operative 
Mercantile Institution, and stated that 
a dividend of five per cent. for the last 


half year was declared, which left a 


balance of nearly three and a half per 
cent. to be carried to the reserve fund. 
The meeting was in session when we 
went to press on Saturday. 

The reports of the President, Horace 
S. Eldredge ; the Superintendent, H. 
B. Clawson; the Secretary, T. G. 
Webber ; and the Treasurer, Thos. 
Williams, were read and unanimously 
accepted. 

The following persons were elected, 


for the ensuing year, to the respective 
offices named: President, Brigham — 
Young, sen.; Vice President, 
dore McKean; Directors, George A. 
Smith, Geprge Q. Cannon, William 
Jennings, W. H. Hooper, H. S. N- 
dredge, H. B. Clawson, David Day; 
Secretary, T. G. Webber; Treasurer, 
Thos. Williams. 
From the statisties presented, it 
appears that the total cash receipts for 
the six months past were $1,926,444 77; 
the cash disbursements, $1,907,437 20; 
leaving a balance of cash in hand of 
The stock of merchandise carried 
by the Institution amounted to

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$1,555,419 52, of which $104,697 19 | 


worth was in transit. Purchases of 
merchandise during the six months 
amounted to $1,385,686 29, upon 
which $141,572 79 had been paid to 
railroad and express companies for 
freight. The business transacted by 
the Institution during the same period 
had aggregated $2,200,000, er at the 
rate of four and a half millions per 
annum. The liabilities of the Institu- 
tion were $1,992,093 11, and the assets 
$2,063,021 86, leaving an excess of 
the latter of $70,928 75. fae 

It will be seen, from the foregoing, 
that the Institution is in a condition 
of health and prosperity very satis- 
factory to the shareholders and the 
community at large, after a six months 
which has been a very trying time to 
business institutions generally, result- 
ing in the serious financial crisis which 
has so greatly deranged commerce in 
the Eastern States, and had some in 
fluence, though happily to a more 
limited extent, upon 8. matters 
in this Territory. 

In the period under consideration 
the Institution somewhat contracted 
the line of credit which it had been ac- 
customed to give. Among the diffi- 
culties which it had met with of late, 
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were the stagnation of business in the 
summer, for months seriously affecting 
all channels of trade; the increased 
tariff on R.R. freights ; the depression 
of business at Pioche, arising from 
mining difficulties, and the competition 
in supplying that district from Reno 
on the C. P. R. R. ; the visits of large. 
numbers of drummers throughout the 
Territory, offering goods at extremely 
low rates and long credit, to inaugurate 
a trade; the sale at eost” of overstocks 
of merchants in this city, and the 
bitter opposition arrayed incessantly 
against the Institution from external 
sou as well as from others, from 
which better things might have been 


expected. | 
All these difficulties the Institution 


so far has triumphed over. Prompt- 
ness and good faith have characterized 
its dealings, and, all things considered, 
it has made more rapid and satisfactory 
progress than any other enterprise of 
the kind ever started for the promotion 
and protection of the trade of the Ter- 
ritory. The present outlook is de- 
cidedly encouraying. The credit of 
the Institution was never better than 
now, and it never had a better assorted 
and more saleable stock of merchan- 
dise.— Deseret News, Oct. 6th.

PRE n AGAINST THE PEOPLE OF GOD. 


— 


Mosr extravagant ideas were some years ago entertained about the Latter-day. 
Saints—their mode of worship and the manner of their life in Utah. To some 
extent these extravagant ideas have undergone a change. Of late years, 
through easy and more direct communication and contact with the gathering 
place of the Saints and the people themselves, a revolution has taken place in 
the views of seme concerning the faith and practices of the Mormons,” and, 
as a natural consequence, the prej judice before existing against them now 
assumes a more modified shape. 

At one time, in many parts of the United States for and the 
ignorance of the people there was less excusable than the ignorance of those 
in other and more distant countries—there existed the most inexcusable igno- 
rance of, and bitter prejudice against, the Mormons,” as they were and still 
are opprobriously styled. They were conceived to be, by foolish people, a 
_ Class of mortals of uncommon appearance and character, and altogether differ- 
ent to other people. This foolish ignorance, however, is now, to a very con- 
siderable extent, removed from the minds of a great many people, and it is 
generally conceded that the Mormons” are, physically, like other people 
and endowed with the attributes common to humanity. But, though better 
known and admitted to be physically the same as other human beings, they 
are regarded as being deficient in other respécts,—morally and religiously. | 

Now it is on these points that mankind, who take this view, are prejudiced 
against the Latter-day Saints. If those who have become better acquainted 
with the people, and, in consequence, have yielded the acknowledgment that 
they are endowed with the ordinary attributes of humanity, had sought to 
make themselves as familiar with the moral and religious condition of the 
** Mormons,” they would have discovered very readily that, although they 
were like ordinary human beings, in a physical sense, their moral and religious 
character was far superior to that of the rest of mankind. 

Prejudice is the result of i ignorance and, in consequence of men being un- 
infermed with regard to the views of the ‘Latter-day Saints, whether through 
wilfulness or lack of opportunity to ascertain facts, they are in a condition to 
receive erroneous impressions and form false conceptions of the practices of 
the Saints. It has never been an easy thing to make the Gospel of Christ, or 
the believers therein, popular with the world; but, on the contrary, the ser- 
vants of God have had to contend with prejudice against the Truth, which has

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There exists no just cause why the people of this or any other country 
should look upon the Latter-day Saints with even the slightest degree of pre- 
judice, for the most zealous efforts have heen used on the part of the Elders to 
remove erroneous impressions from the public mind, and to enlighten the un- 
informed and misinformed in relation to the views and practices of the Saints. 
Year after year, men of known integrity and strict morality, and who have 
been God-fearing men, have been sent forth from Utah for the purpose of 
promulgating their views, and disabusing the minds of the ignorant, unbeliev- 
ing and prejudiced, of their false notions respecting the Latter-day Saints. 
With the aid of the limited resources at their command, and in accordance 
with their surrounding opportunities and circumstances, they have proclaimed 
and still are proclaiming what they conceive and know to be the principles of 
Eternal Truth. If they have not been heard in large and fashionable halls, 
before aristocratic and learned assemblages, and if churches have not been 
reared to their use and in honor of their Cause, it has not been because they 
were unwilling to receive such gifts and avail themselves of such opportunities 
of widely spreading a knowledge of their doctrines; but because such gifts and 
opportunities were not proffered, and the aristocratic and learned classes of 
the people were unwilling to listen to the exposition of simpk truths and 
refused to be taught by humble men. 

So far as opportunities have presented themselves, and the means and 
abilities of the misrepresented and despised Latter-day Saints could be used, a 
zeal has marked the efforts of those who were engaged in promulgating their 
heaven-born principles, which exceeds, in earnestness and devotedness, the 
zeal of those who are building up the systems of men, notwithstanding all the 
influence, means and other facilities which are at the command of the latter. 
No other form of religion could have withstood the same amount of fierce 
opposition and prejadice which the Latter-day Saints had to contend against, 
when first the principles of their holy faith were offered to the world for its 
acceptance, by Joseph Smith and others of the servants of God. The opposi- 
tion waged against the Saints and their religion, when the Prophet Joseph 
lived, has never ceased and never will as long as truth and error exist on the 
earth. The conflict between them will end only when Satan ceases to exercise 
his power over the minds of men. So, therefore, we may expect to find, as 
long as error holds possession of the hearts of men, that prejudice will continue 
to exist and the Saints of the Most High be misunderstood and misrepresented. 

In conclusion we will repeat, for the exhortation and benefit of those who 
are prejudiced against the Truth, through false notions or wilful ignorance, 
the words of the Proverb— He that answereth a matter before he heareth it, 
it is folly and shame unto him.” | | J. C. G.
